It would ‘not appear to be very generally 
known that the séed of the bamboo is not only 
fit for consumption by man, but that in this 
corner of India, itis being collected ‘and so 
consumed to an extent sufficient to ameliorate 
a very pronounced local scarcity, flow far 
outside the Dharwar district the seeding is tak: 
ing ‘place Lam unable to say, ft undoubtedly 
extends some distance into Kanara. Heretwo 
faledas are alone involved, In theny it is rarely 
possible to meet with.a single culm not under. 
going the process. Theapproximate area may 
be stated at 75,000 acres, extending fifty iniles 
from north to-south, along belts three to cight 
miles broad, [t is generally admitted in this 
area that ‘but for this prolific seeding, owing to 
Lhe great scantiness of the rainfall during the 
past two seasons, the poorer classes would 
have been hard pressed. : : 
The fact that there has been an unprecedented 
deficiency in the rainfall over a tract of country 
which is almost inv: 
respect, leading in its'turn to a sudden seeding 
of the bamboo, is significant and of interest; 
but with this aspect of the question I am not at 
present concerned except in so far as to _in- 
cidentally draw attention to the old Brahmin 
saying, “ When the. bamboo praduces susten- 
ance we must look to Heaven fdr food." The 
purely local inhabitants are not the only ones’ 
who are taking advantage’ of the'present situa- 
tion. The news has spread far and wide into 
territories where forests do not exist, and 
the influx of the people represents a serious 
factor -in’ the preservation of the feserves 
from’ fire.
